CATTLE DRIVING IN IRELAND, 


\We read much of the “cattle driv- 
ing’’ in Treland—which presages,some 
say, another period of active political 
work by the Lrish party in the honse 
of commons. From the glimpses one 
gets of it in disconnected despatches 
and colored incidents it is not easy to 
form an opinion concerning it. But 
in this connection an article by Seu- 
mas MacManus is instructive. 

MacManus is of the new school of 
[rish writers forging their way to the 
front, men who are to Ireland what 
MacLaren and Barrie and Crockett 
have been to Scotland. Of this epi- 
sode in Trish history MacManus 
writes :— 

The chief governmental problem in 
Ireland today is the cattle driving 
one. Cattle driving is one of the lat- 
est phases of-the Irish agitation. In 
Meath, West Meath, Longford, Ros- 
common, Galway, Mayo, etec., many 
hundreds of thousands of acres “re 
raisinig bullocks only for big graziers, 
who occupy every one of them, nearly 
1 quarter of a parish of grass! lands, 
while hundreds of thousands of poor 
people, without land or with only each 
«1 miserable little patch, are half statv- 
ed around them. 

. = e 

Bullocks are the only living beings 
that it is profitable to fatten in those 
counties. The poor people some time 
ago concludéd that they had more 
right to the land than had the bul- 
locks, They claim that these great 
grazing tracts, which are let off yearly 
to the big graziers should be divided 
up into small farms, and let to the 
landless or those with little land, that 
they might be tilled, thus affording 
both food and employment to poor 
neople. Cattle driving is the means 
wdopted of deterring graziers from 
renting these ldnds. By hérn blowing 
ind drum. beating crowds of people 
are assembled at various points upon 
certain days, and a descent igs made 
on the grazing. lands, rounding up the 
fat bullocks, driving them off the 
lands, and leaving them safe and 
sound and in their full strength at 
their owner’s door.

Many squads of police have had to 
% imported into the cattle driving 
districts. This, however, has not. yet 
had the desired effect. By many clever 
ruses the people outwitted the poor 
police, A band of sham enttle driv- 
ers, for instance, will head off in a 
certain direction, drawing the police 
iifier them, and thus leaving the field 
clear for the band of real cattle driv- 
‘vs who immediately appear on the 
scene and proceed. to business, 

Mr. Birrell is very wroth with the 
“attle drivers,’ and he threatens to 
block the way Of land purchase if 
cattle drivinig does not cease. The 
more militant portion of the Trish par- 
liamentary party are with the cattle 
drivers. This, however, is only a 
small portion, Mr, Redmond him- 
self, and the greater portion of the 
party are greatly against them, only 
they fears to let their hostility be 
known, since thereby they would pub- 
licly disclosé their allegiance with the 
government.

This new policy of cattle driving 
seems destined to make history in Ire- 
land. It is agitating not merely Ivre- 
land at the present time, but England 
and Scotland, for the Conservative 
politicians in Britain are endeavor- 
ing to make political capital out it 
to the disadvantage vi the Liberal 
government. The chief secretary for 
Ireland, Mr. Birrell, is so much fright

PRINCE RUPERT IS THE 
SETTLER'S PROBLEM 


Those Who Are in Business and How 
They Got Locations—The’ Cost of 
Living in the Grand Trunk Paci- 
fic Terminal, 


re 


In the Prince Rupert Empire some 
very interesting information is given 
in regard to conditions in the Pacific 
port of the new transcontinental line 
now under construction. The paper 
says: 

“Prince Rupert is a townsite in 
which lots are not sold, because the 
townsite is not surveyed in lots, The 
Jand is owned by the Grand Trunk 
Pacific railroad company and when it 
is surveyed and platted as a townsite 
vvery fourth block will belong to the 
province of British Columbia. A few 
acres adjoining the wharf have been 
laid out in lots—about 60 in all, 
Same of these lots are occupied under 
a ‘license,’ which gives the occupier 
no other right than the right to move 
when ordered to do so by the railway 
company, 

“There are a number of people here 
who would build if only they were as- 
sured of the right to purchase the lot 
on which they built once the lots were 
offered for sale; but as every fourth 
block of the townsite will be selected 
by the provincial government, the 
railway company does not know which 
blocks it will own until after the se- 
lectiona are made, so it cannot guar- 
antee anything to those to whom it 
gives permission to occupy lots. 

Railway’s Exclusion Policy. 

“The policy of the railway company 
has been one of absolute exclusion, 
except to the few who had svufficient 
influence to disregard the instructions 
given the resident harbor engineer 
by the company’s general manager. 
Outside of the railway company’s em- 
ployees and the half dozen business 
firms who have secured locations 
through influence, the Empire is the 
only business venture in Prince Ru- 
pert tlrat has succeeded in getting a 
location without first getting permis- 
sion from the railway company’s gen- 
eral manager, 

“The Canadian Bank of Commerce 
oceupies its own building, but the 
Canadian Bank of Commerce , has 
more influence with the railway com- 
pany than all the other banks in Can- 
ada put together. 

“The Kelly Carruthers Supply Com- 
pany, Limited, and the Prince Rupert 
Hardware and Supply Co,, Limited, 
occupy under a year’s lease a building 
erected and owned by the railway 
company. Both companies have in- 
fluence through their main sharehold- 
ers and the high officials of the rail- 
way company. 

“The Prince Rupert drug store is 
owned by the Harrison, Campbell & 
Mills Co,, Ltd., but its place of buei- 
ness is a tent house built on a street, 

“L. Morrow & Co. run a meat mar- 
ket,. It is presumed this firm has 
someone connected with it who has 
influence with the railway company. 
The building it occupies probably be- 

- longs to the company. 

“J. G, Moody has a barber shop in 
his own movable frame building. He 
probably occupies a lot or part of 
one, under “‘license” from the com- 
pany. 

“Two hotel buildings have been 
erected and are owned by the railway 
company, but they are not furnished 
or occupied. 

English Church Established. 

“The English church is owned by 
the congregation and is occupied by 
Bishop DeVarnet as a residence. 

“Three residents who gre not em- 
ployed by the railway company occu- 
py residence buildings erected by 
themselves under “license” from the 
railway company. i E 

“A Chinese runs a laundry in a 
building that is probably owned by 
the railway company. 

“The Caledonia Trading Company, 
Limited, owns the steamboat Cale- 
donia, and makes Prince Rupert its 
home port. The company sells coal, 
and pays the G.T.P. for the use of 
the wharf on which the coal is piled, 

“The Northern Trust company is a 
firm that will do business as real es- 


tate pares without asking permission 
from the railway company, Its office 


ia in the Empire building. 

“The Pacitie Stevedoring and Con- 
tracting Company, Limited, does busi- 
néss at Prince Rupert, as it does at 
Vancouver, Victoria, Seattle, Tacome 
and Chemainus. It has a contract for 
building the G.T,.P, wharf, and it pro- 
bably has one for doing the stevedor- 
ing for the railway company. Ken- 
neth Munro, one of the directors, 
makes his headquarters in Prince Ru- 
pert. 
“The other residents of the town 
either occupy buildings owned by the 
company or temporary tent houses 
owned by themselves. 

How Some Got Locations. 

Last September mineral claims were 
located on the land the railway com- 
pany purchased from the Indians, but 
for which the province of British Col- 
umbia has refused to pass title. The 
owners of some of these claims have 
built cabins on them, and it is on 
one of the claims that the Empire 
building stands, hence it is indepen- 
dent of the railway company, Title 
to the land will no doubt pass to the 
railway company in time; but miner- 
al claim litigation has been known 
tu last for decades, and in the mean- 
time the Empire will be printed un- 
der its own shingle roof, 

“The above is a fairly accurate de- 
scription of the town of Prince Ru- 
pert, and the reason why people do 
not build houses on the townsite,’’

In this land of delights for the mas- 
culine half of humanity, woman does 
all the servile work, while the man 
sits about smoking or goes off to the 
forest to hunt. Naturally, the man 
who has the most wives fares the best 
in the world, and they vie with each 
other in having a large harem, Nor 
are they inclined to depart from this 
practice of polygamy. 

The “Sleeping Sickness,” 

The ir one branch of commerce is 
to bring ivory to Zanzibar and gell it 
there, receiving cloth and beada and 
ornaments in return, to the equivalent 
of $3 for a pound of ivory.

When she is 
fifteen or sixteen she is worth eighty 
cents, For food in this benighted 
place they have the flesh of the large 
white ants, as long as a man’s finger, 
big grasshoppers, bananas, milk and 
a small grain called sorgluim, which 
is ground and mixed in a paste, then 
served with a sauce of herbs, ~The 
serving is easily done, each person 
at the dinner taking a roll of the stuff, 
making a hole in it with his thumb 
and pouring in the sauce. 

Amusing incidents occur oceasional- 
y, as the stream of modern civiliza- 
tion flows gradually into the region 
of ancient barbarism in Africa, Once 
in Uganda, which is a progressive 
protectorate of Britain, Father Bonny 
saw a chief parading up and down 
the shores of a lake with a tall eilk 
hat on his head and an umbrella held 
clumsily over his head. He felt 
happily content as the Parisian 
London dame who has just acquired 
some garment that is the ‘dernie: eri’ 
of Paquin’s or Worth’s, 

Dangerous Moments. 

The missionary has not been with-
